so far as it has been constructed, a

“First—The foundation walls are sub- 
stautially constructed, and exceed in thick- 
ness the requirements of the fire ordinance 
of Los Angeles.

The stairway was very narrow, and the 
men probably rushed together and became 
so involved that none got out. Some men 
who esca from the third story say 
there were eight or ten men behind them 
inthe hallway.

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—[{Copyright, 1888, by 
the New York Associated Press.| Another 
version is semi-ofticially issued in Vienna 
tonight of the Russian military attaché 
Zujeffs’ recent statement that two new 
divisions of Russian troops have arrived at 
the Galician frontier. It if now stated that 
M. Zujeffs, while conversing with Russian 
Austrian officials only, said that the dis- 
placement of the divisions would be ef- 
fected gradually in the course of the pres- 
ent year.
